appeared and pelted the arsenal with
incendiary bombs. Fenetratlna-- the
roof they caused great columns of
flame to leap high above the buildlner.
The Germans were In a panic, some
seeing, others being trapped in the
upper stories. Some were killed when
they jumped from the windows.

Those who escaned from the burn
ing building were killed by the air-
men, who descended and used machine
guns on them. The number of casual
ties has been kent secret, it la said.
lest there be exaggeration.

The British airplanes, which yester
day carried a successful bombing raid
Into German territory forty, miles be- -
yona tne frontier, all returned safely.
bringing reports of effective work.
Bombs were dropped on a factory
west or saarbruecken and Area were
seen to break out In several Dlaeea.

It Is believed that the success that
crowaed the effort of yesterday's
raid will lead to reprisal raids on a
more extensive scale.
